
REMARKS 

Claims 17-25 are pending in this application. By this Amendment, claims 17-20 
are amended and new claim 25 is added. Support for the amendments is contained 
throughout the specification as filed. See, for example: page 5, lines 12-13 with 
reference to the amendments to claim 17; page 5, lines 14-18 with reference to new 
claim 25; page 18, lines 1-9 and page 5, lines 19-20 with reference to the amendments 
to claim 18; page 17, lines 15-20 and page 5, lines 19-20 with reference to the 
amendments to claim 19; and page 17, lines 20-24 and page 5, lines 19-20 with 
reference to the amendments to claim 20. No new matter is added. 

The Office Action rejects claims 17-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 102, second paragraph, 
for containing asserted informalities. Applicants believe that this rejection is overcome 
with above-amended claims 17-20. 

Regarding the amendments made to claim 17, Applicants note that the blocking 
agents of the NCO groups are very well known in the art. See the enclosed pages 1 18- 
121, particularly Table V on page 120 from the book "Polyurethanes" (Saunders & 
Frisch, 1967). 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claims 17-20 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 112, second paragraph are respectfully requested. If the Examiner believes that this 
rejection is not overcome, the Examiner is requested to telephone Applicants' 
undersigned representative .
